Let -us consider for a moment 
what is the real as contrasted with ] 
the theoretical position of tbe 
prime minister. In the first place, 
the prime minister, as a rule, makes 
his cabinet He is commissioned by 
the queen to form a cabinet because 
be is tbe man whom she considers 
to possess tbe confidence of tbe ma¬ 
jority of the bouse of commons. He 
forms bis cabinet by asking certain 
members of tbe two houses to bold 
tbe groat offices of state. Ho might 
do this in one day snd without con¬ 
sulting any one. 

As a matter of fact, what usually 
happens is this; As soon as tbe com¬ 
mission to form a government has 
been received the prime minis ter 
takes into bis confidence tho two or 
three men wbo will hold the chief 
offices, and they together talk over 
tbe other names. When a man is 
decided upon, he, as a rule, joins the 
oonclave and helps to consult as to 
men and places, and so tbe cabinet 
gradually evolves itself.
